Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of a request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) and a submission, filed on 01/20/2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 34-44 and 47-55 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In reference to claims 34, 41 and 47, the prior art of record (Brokenshire et al. (U.S. 
Publication 2002/0158885 Al), Cloutier (U.S. Patent 6,671,000 Bl) and Gosset et al. (U.S. 
Patent 6,606,093 Bl)) does not explicitly disclose selectively gamma correcting certain types of 
primitives which partially cover a pixel, the selected primitives being of a certain selected class, 
while not gamma correcting unselected primitives even though those primitives may partially 
cover the pixel, in order to reduce visual artifacts in graphics processing in combination with the 
further limitations of claims 34, 41 and 47 respectively above. 

In reference to claims 35-40, 42-44 and 48-55, claims 35-40, 42-44 and 48-55 depend 
upon allowable claims 34, 41 and 47 respectively above and are therefore also deemed 
allowable.
